PRINCIPAL’S MESSAGE 


YOUR Part of “The Primary Responsibility” 


From an editorial in the Saturday Evening Post of December 3, 1960, I quote, “If there is any reme- 
dy for disrespect for the law, dearth of moral values and absence of religious guidance, it appears that the 
family circle must assume the primary responsibility. A breakdown of values which is found in all 
sorts of environments constitutes a challenge to the church, the schools, business and the agencies of 
government. But the primary task is to restore among parents the acceptance of responsibility for the 
ethical training and control of their young.” 


This quotation pictures a general condition which is evident to all of us today. Where do you, the 
present student who will become a worker, a parent, or a member of the military service, stand in this 
situation, described as a crisis by many? Do you fully realize that you have responsibilities as well as 
rights? Do you know that there are no degrees of true honesty and real respect? Do you develop your 
talents? 


Anything is valuable only when it increases one’s mental or spiritual resources. Our scientific achieve- 
ments have now placed us in the definite position of needing a strong revival of spiritual values in 
order to insure our survival—the need for each individual to self-discipline himself is imperative. All 
parents need to exercise discipline with their children as a fundamental approach to teaching them self- 
discipline. 


You may well become a parent in the future. Then yours is a challenge to accept “the primary re- 
sponsibility.” If you have not been previously trained in this direction, you will not be ready to accept 
this most important obligation. Good daily habits and routines must be developed by you and for you. 

Parents are now facing and will ever continue to face this duty with their children. You, the son 
or daughter, should realize it is necessary that you give your parents complete cooperation in this mat- 
ter. In fact, your future happiness and success hinge upon a steady growth of mutual respects, obediences, 
and family activities. 


Will Durant, distinguished author, philosopher, and historian, once listed ten wise rules for his own 
three grandchildren. In closing this message, I quote two of his rules. “Enter into the life of the family 
and the community with good cheer; make little of your troubles and much of your good fortune.” “You 
will find in the Golden Rule the simplest and surest secret of happiness.” 


I sincerely hope you will consider the importance of this message and more important will do 
something about it. Take action now and continue that action.
